TELL OF MONEY

JERSEY CITY, N. J., Jan. 20.— 
Senator Edward I. Edwards of New 
Jersey was implicated today in the 
New Jersey rum scandal at the 
trial of 12 Weehawken policemen 
indicted for prohibition law viola- 
tions, when two Government dry 
agents testified that the Senator 
had served as a link between boot- 
leg liquor buyers and William F. 
Griffin, alleged ‘“‘master mind” of 
the conspiracy. | 

Charlies L. Hurlbut, a general 
prohibition agent under Divisiona! 
Chief Merrick, in New York, testi- 
fied that on Nov. 14, 1923, he had 
given Senator Edwards $3800, 
which was placed in escrow to be 
held for payment to Griffin for 
Scotch whisky to be delivered to 
him. Griffin became suspicious, 
the witness said, the deal did not 
go through, and the money was 
returned. Lionel Wilson, another 
agent, corroborated Hurlbut’s testi- 
mony. -- ~~ 
Sale in 100-Case Low. 

A third witness, Arthur Van Tan- 
sel, also a dry agent, later cor- 
roborated the testimony, declaring 
he had seen Hurlbut and Wilson 
in conference with a man believed 
by him to have been Senator Ed- 
wards, who is president of the 
First National Bank of Jersey City. 

Hurlbut, called as a prosecution 
witness, testified that he and Wil- 
soni representing themselves to be 
bootleggers on a large scale, called 
upon Griffin, a Jersey City insur- 
ance broker, on Oct. 29, 1923. Aft- 
er making an agreement to sell 
them whisky at $38 a case in 100- 
case lots, Hurlbut testified, Grif- 
fin told them to call upon Senator 
Edwards at his bank. 

He and Wilson called on the Sen- 
ator in his office in the bank on 
Nov. 14, the witness said, and had 
a half-hour conference with him. 

“We talked about liquor, the 
quality of liquor and the question 
of Griffin's responsibility.’’ Hurlbut 
testified. “Edwards assured us 
that Griffin was a ‘straight shooter’ 
and a ‘wise boy.’ ”’ 

Then, said Hurlbut, 
wards $3800 in currency, 
of 100 cases of Scotch whisky, 
be held in escrow for payment 
Griffin on delivery of the contra- 
band. 

The Senator, hé said, counted the 
money over, placed it in an en- 
velope, sealed it, fad Hurlbut write 
his name on it and gave the deposit, 
into the charge of the bank cashier. 
Hurlbut said that he and Wilson 
then went to Griffin's offices, 
which are on the second floor of 
the bank building. 

Says Senator Returned Money. 

Griffin was uneasy, Hurlbut said, 
quoting him as having said: 

“You know that I am 
liquor business, but I am 
sure about you. I'll have 
about this.” 

Hurlbut said Griffin asked them 
to return the following day, Nov. 
16, when he suggested that they 
get the $3809 back from Senator 
Edwards and pay it to him. They 
told the Senator what had trans- 
pired, whereupon the Senator re- 
turned the money. Hurlbut said, 
and again dssured them that “Grif- 
fin is O K,”’ and that they would 
“get a square deal’ from him. 
Griffin continued suspicious, how- 
ever, the witness said, and the deal 
did not go through.

This tend- 
ency, he declared, is responsible nl 
great measure for the present day | 
lack of spirituality of the youth. | 
“Our modern youth,” he aaid, ‘‘is | 
taking quicker and shorter cuts to| 
all the freedoms than did the youth | 
of any other age. And the peril is| 
‘increased because our educational! | 
|system has nothing with which to. 
|put on the brakes to this fast and 
furious pace. It is abetting the’ 
|whole movement in that it has | 
made a god of efficiency and. 
knowledge is but a road to the ac- | 
quisition of ‘things,’ not to the rip- | 
‘ening of wisdom and the deepening 
of the inner self.” 
| As a means of developing inter- 
est in things Jewish among the! 
youth, Rabbi Lefkowitz urged that 
college curriculums include more 
‘than a post-Biblical story; that 
'\Jewish worship be made more joy- 
ous and that Jewish history be in- 
terpreted not as a failure, but as a 
‘glorious triumph. 


Says Youth Is Neglected. 


“There should be continued re- 
ligious-influence,” he continued, 
“especially in the period of ado- 
| lescence, when independent think- 
(ing undirected is in greatest dan- 
ger of leading one astray. We have 
‘shamefully neglected our youth at | 
| college. We have not taken a leaf | 
|out of the book of Christianity; 
_their young people come back from 
college, where Y. M. C. A.’s and Y.

Appeal to Business Men. 

An appeal to the business man

the convention sermon at Moolah 
Temple. 

“You cannot drive a bargain with 
God,” he declared in describing the 
type of business man who learns to 
think of his religion in terms of 
trade. “The business man cannot 
afford to shove the Bible under 
the counter. He should rather 
make himself the partner of God 
in creating new values.” 

The treatment of the synagogue 
as a “bit of tolerated respectabi1- 
ity,” he declared, was not the re- 
ligion that would lead to the bulld- 
ing up of ideals or to the solution 
of moral problems, and he urged 
prayer as the busienss man’s anti- 
dote for hectic existence.

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Albert Mueller, McKinley 
High Honor Graduate at 
19, Attributes His Suc- 
cess to Sympathetic 
Teacher and Boy Chum 
Who Taught Him Ameri- 
can Ways. 


Lucky for Albert Mueller that he 
is small for hisage. Or how could 
he ever have crowded himself be- 
hind that tiny desk in the first 
grade room at Sherman School on 
that morning of his first day in an 


American school? 

Albert Mueller, going on 16 
years, in a somber black suit and 
wearing a somber black tie, study- 
ing an English primer] And it was 
lucky for him, too, that Miss Hoh- 
man, the teacher, was a German 
Scholar and knew just what to do 
for this earnest lad from across the 
sea. 


That was in September, 1921, a 
itttle more than three years ago. 
Next Thursday evening he will be 
one of the graduating class at Mc- 
Kinley High School. With a slight 
German accent Albert will deliver 
a 4-minute talk on “Peace,” and 
then, when the diplomas are dis- 
tributed, it will be announced that 
Albert has been awarded the 
Washington Untversity scholarship; 
that he finished the four-year high 
school course in two and one-half 
years with an average of 93; that 
the next highest student in the 
class averaged 89. And Albert, 
serious-minded Albert, who wants 
to be a mining engineer, probably 
will be worrying about that accent, 
wondering if he will have it thor- 
oughly subdued by the next time 
he makes a commencement speech. 
Came From Frankfort, Germany. 

Albert was at echool in Frank- 
fort, Germany, when his father, 
August, an interior decorator, de- 
cided America offered better op- 
portunity than post-war Frankfort. 
So after much deliberation the 
family of four—father, mother, son 
19-year-old daughter— 
sailed for the United States and 
came to St. Louis where Mrs. Muel- 
ler has a brother. 


They had been established but 
a few days in the second-floor flat 
at 3908 Flad avenue, when Albert 
wad packed off to school with his 
uncle’s thumb-worn German-En- 
glish dictionary under his arm. He 
carried that dictionary almost’con- 
stantly for two years. 

There were two friends who 
helped him more than’ any of the 
others, Albert says—Miss Hohman, 
the first grade teacher at Sherman. 
and his chum, Homer Combs, who 
he met by chance the week after 
his arrival in St. Louis while walk- 
ing in Tower Grove Park. Homer, 
two years his junior, invited him 
to play baseball, talked to hfm by 
signs, taught him what he knew of 
the rudiments of American slang 
— of the ways of the American 

oy. 

Soon Sent to Seventh Grade. 

And Miss Hohman gave him that 
English primer which he exhausted 
in two days by mbans of his Ger- 
man-English dictionary. ‘You're 
much too fast,” said Miss Hohman, 
and found him a magazine and as- 
signed him ean article on the cul- 
He assaulted it 


word by word, and phrase by 


| phrase—with the dictionary—until 


\he had it mastered. Meanwhile, 
Miss Hohman talked to him in En- 
glish, gave advice, and after three 
weeks had “kim transferred to 
the seventh grade room. He was 
graduated the next June from the 
grade school. 

In September. 1922, Albert en- 
tered McKinley High. He was riv- 
en credit for four years of Ger- 
man, 
subjects in which he was ignorant 
—Latin, Spanish, mathematics. 
science. He studied ancient and 
medieval history in Frankfort, so 
at McKinley he enrolled for Amer- 
ican and modern WPuropean his- 
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tory! By crowding his program 
with extras and attending two ses- 
sions of summer school he has 
managed to complete a general 
high school course in two and a 
half years. 

Above all things Albert loves to 
read. The German-English diction~- 
ary is packed away now and a 
huge Webster has taken its place, 
The list of books he has digested, 
and a list actualy exists, includes 
Scott, Stevenson, Dickens, Poe, 
Tennyson, Dumas, Jane Austen, 
Bulwer-Lytton, Gen. Lew Wallace, 
Kipling, Swift, George Eliot, Tark- 
ineton, Conan Doyle and a host of 
others he has gleaned from high 
school lists. 

‘Lists Books He Reads. 

And this energetic youth has each 
volume catalogued in a notebook 
with a long list of words and dic- 
tionary definitions, written in ink! 

“And who is your favorite au- 
thor?’ a Post-Dispatch reporter 
asked. 

“Oh, I really don’t know,” replied 
Albert. “The truth is I am just 
learning to judge. So far I prefer 
individual etories and I would 
rather read historical novels than 
anything else. Doyle’s ‘White Com- 
pany,’ and ‘The Refugees,’ I 
thought were fine; but I don’t like 
his Sherlock Holmes stories at all.”

USE OF PATENTED 
ASPHALT ON CITY 
STREETS OPPOSED 


Bureau of Municipal Re- 
search Recommends Non- 
Patented Rather Than 
Compounds. — 


A recommendation that the city 
substitute nonpatented prepara- 
tions of asphalt for such higher- 
priced patent compounds as Willite 
and Warrenite Bitulithic hag been 
made by the Bureau of Municipal 
Research to the Boerd of Public 
Service and to Mayor Kiel. 

Last year, according to figures 
compiled by the bureau, out of 87 
street-paving contracts let, 12 were 
for Willite and 25 for Warrenite 
Bithulithic, Of & total of 491,211 
square yards of paving ‘et, 119,090 
was for Willite “ed 122,510 for 
Warrenite, and out of a total con- 
tract cost of $2,341,664.40, the Wil- 
lite contracts represented- $567,- 
893.50 and the Warrenite was 
$653,764.10. 

In 1923, a table shows, two Wil- 
lite contracts were awarded, for 
8730 square yards, at a cost of $43,- 
077.05, and 16 contracts for War- 
renite, amounting to 95,240 square 
yards, at @ cost. of $447,129.33. 
These:were out of totals of 56 con- 
tracts, 855,280 square yards, and 
$1,623,571.76 contract cost. 


Willite Jobs First Inspected. 


President Kinsey of the Board 
of Public Service and Street Di- 
rector Fisk, as is known, made a 
trip to California about a year ago, 
on the invitation and at the ex- 
pense of the Willite manufacturers, 
to inspect paving work done with 
that material on California high- 
ways. They were impressed with 
the material, which is a patented 
compound of sheet asphalt and a 
hardening admixture of copper sul- 
phate. 

Last spring, when Willite had 
been sperified as the material for a 
number of streets, it was charged 
that an understanding existed be- 
tween the Wilite manufacturers 
and the Central Paving and Con- 
struction Co., which enabled the 
latter contracting firm to underbid 
other concerns on contracts in 
which Willite was specified. Prop- 
erty owners on five South Side 
streets, for which Willite had been 
specified, protested against the 
price, and the #oard of Public 
Service decided to let no more as- 
phalt contracts until prices should 
drop. The next bidding showed a 
cut of 30 per cent in contractors’ 
figures. 

The Bureau of Muntctpal Re- 
search, in its communication to the 
Board of Public Service, has cited 
the figures of the 1923 and 1924 
paving contracts, showing that last 
year the contracts for patented 
pavements, Willite and Warrenite, 
were more than one-half of the 
whole. 


Warrenite Contracts tn 1024. 


Of the 25 contracts for Warren- 
ite Bitulithic paving last year, the 
report showed, 24; amounting to 
$618,534, were let to one contrac- 
tor, the Granite Bituminous Paving 
Co. 

“Twenty-five contracts were 
pwarded for 144,016 square yards 
of nonpatented sheet asphalt pave- 
ment,’”’ the report says. “The total 
amount of these contracts was 
$626,787. 

“The average price per square 
asphalt patented pavement, con- 
tracted during 1924, was $2.36. 
The average price for the same 
thickness refined oil asphalt pave- 
ment was $1.74 a square yard. 

“The Willite pavement laid in St. 
Louis is sheet asphalt material in 
which a small amount of copper 
sulphate has been mixed. Con- 
tractors estimate that the cost “of 
the copper sulphate is about 3 
cents per square yard of pavement, 
yet the average contract price for 
Willite was 62 cents per square 
yard more than for ofl] asphalt. 

Reports of Engineers Cited. 

“Statements and reports have 

been made by 2 number of con- 


sulting and city paving engineers 


who claim that Willite has not 
demonstrated that it is guperior to 
good sheet asphalt. 

‘The average price for Warrenite 
Bitulithic patented pavement was 
$2 per square yard, compared with 
$1.74 for ofl asphalt. ‘The War- 
renite Bitulithic is laid in one 
course two inches thick, yet it costs 
26 cents per square yard more than 
2%,-inch thick two-course asphalt. 

“Other cities are laying two-inch 
yard for 2%-inch thick Wiillite 
asphalt pavement under nonpatent- 
ed specifications, instead of the 
patented Bitulithic. This nonpa-- 
ented type was being laid in Cleve- 
land with satisfactory results at 
prices from $1 to $1.60 per square

Acceptable to Kiel. 

Nolte, it is known, is acceptable 
to Mayor Kiel and Chairman L. J. 
Becker of the City Committee, de- 
spite the fact that his candidacy is 
being put forward by Koeln, a po- 
litical enemy. He is generally re- 
garded as a candidate who would 
cement the breaks in the ranks 
and bring the organization into the 
primary fight as a unit against 
Miller. 

“I do not anticipate filing for 
Mayor today,’”” Comptroller Nolte 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“My personal inclination is to re- 
main in the office of Comptroller. 
However, if the business men of the 
city and the leaders of the Repub- 
lican party insist and other can- 
didates withdraw, with the excep- 
tion of Victor J. Miller, whom the 
party organization apparently does 
not favor, I will consider being a 
candidate.” 

“IT am for Nolte,” Collector 
Koeln said today upon his return 
from Jefferson City. “He would 
make an excellent Mayor and I 
hope he files. He is held in high 
regard by the people generally and 
the business interests and the 
party would find no difficulty in 
uniting on him.,’’ 

Clear of Entanglements, 

Nolte has remained in the clear 
in all factional fights and hence a 
drifting to his standard would not 
compromise any faction. 

Louis P. Aloe, whose backers had 
hoped for the support of Keeln, re- 
garded Koeln’s open appeal for 
Nolte as a definits indication that 
he had decided not to support the 
former president of the Board of 
Aldermen. However, Aloe’s friends 
incline to the belief ¢hat it will 
not alte> Aloe’s attitude toward en- 
tering the race. Aloe said today 
that he would make 0»no public 
statement until he replied to the 
petition of 250 persons urging him 
to run. He has not indicated when 
this reply will be written, but his 
friends believe that it will be fa- 
vorable, 

Circuit Judge Robert W. Hall, 
who announced Saturday that he 
would file Monday next, said today 
that he was in the race to stay.

FOR ROUND-WORLD FLYERS 
REGULAR ‘HIGH-HAT STUNT’ 


Announcer in Red Coat Made American 
Aviators Wait Until He Called 
Their Names.

HEN the world flyers land- 

ed on Blackburn airdrome, 

near Hull, they were 17 days 
ahead of their schedule. Although 
they knew they could change from 
wheels to pontoons and get their 
planes fn final shape for the flight 
across the Atlantic to Iceland, 
Greenland, and Labrador, they 
were faced with a long delay. 
Ahead of them lay the most dan- 
gerous lap of the journey round the 
globe. Airplanes had never been 
to either Iceland or Greenland, and 
the American airmen were sure to 
encounter skies heavy with fog and 
seas dotted with icebergs. But now 
that they had actually flown over 
two-thirds of the way around the 
world, Gen. Patrick and his asso- 
clates in Washington were anxious 
to eliminate as much of the risk as 
possible. Gen. Patrick knew that 
even under the most ideal condi- 
tions the flight across the north At- 
lantic would be full of hazard. 


On account of their having lost a 
month up along the Alaskan coast 
and in the Aleutian Islands, the 
arrangements which Gen. Patrick 
had made for the navy to station 
destroyers along the route from the 
Orkney Islands to Labrador, had 
to be changed. But when Com- 
mander Lowell Smith and his com- 
panions smashed all records in 
their rapid flight across Asia and 
Europe, and made up 17 days of 
that lost time, the arrangements 
with the navy had to be altered 
again. The result was that while 
Rear Admiral Thomas P. Magruder 
was getting his cruisers and de- 
stroyers into position, the airmen 
had 13 days tn which to get their 
planes ready, to see a little of En- 
glish life, and to get rested for the 
flight that was to také them nearer 
the North Pole than they had ever 


been, - 
Supply Bases Lacking. 
“Sill another reason for our 
long delay in Dngland,” explains 
‘Tes’ ArnoM, “was that Iceland, 


Greenland and Labrador are such 
out of the way places that the ad- 
vance officers had encountered a 
great deal of trouble in finding sup- 
ply bases and in getting supplies 
there. For instance, Lieut. Crum- 
rine had not yet landed in Iceland, 
and Lieut. Schultze, who was on his 
way to <Angmasalik, Greenland, 
with gasoline and oil, hadn’t as yet 
even been able to get away from 
Denmark. There are few places on 
the planet so hard to reach as that 
vast ice-coated area up near the 
pole, which some humorist named 
Greenland. 
Blackburn’s a Great Plant. 
"We were given comfortable 


quarters, a specia} table in the mess 


hall and free run of the place. Ev- 
erything that men could possibly 
do for us the Blackburn people did. 
The youngest Blackburn, Norman, 
stayed right there with us all the 
time and was our man ‘Friday.’ In 
fact, we regarded him as one of 
us and dubbed him'the ‘Duke of 
Brough.’ The name seemed to fit 
him, because all of the men in the 
shops started using it, and before 
we flew north to the Orkneys and 
Iceland, Norman Blackburn was 
famous up and down the Humber 
as ‘his highness, the Duke of 
Brough.’ Nor was ever @ man 
more deserving of such an honor, 
for he proved himself to be a royal 
host. 

“We had landed on the Black- 
burn airdrome on the afternoon of 
July 17, and by evening had all 
three motors ready to lift out the 
next morning. By the time we got 
to England we were all about as 
well equipped with clothes as the 
headhunters of Borneo, and the 
following night we were scheduled 
to dine with ‘my lords and ladies’ 
at a great banquet in London. So 
Smith ordered me to sprint up to 
London, home of sartorial perfec- 
tion, at dawn. Armed with the 
family purse and escorted by Maj. 
Davidson of our embassy, who as- 
sured mre that he could lead me 
through the maze of London's nar- 
row streets where all the famous 
tailors hide in out-of-the-way al- 
leys, I set forth. 

State Banquet Torture. 

“The banquet was a regular high 
hat stunt, or, as the papers put it, 
‘an elaborate official function.’ 
There were flocks of Lords and 
Earls and Dukes, accompanied by 
their ladies. It was held at the 
Savoy Hotel, a place famous large- 
ly for its American jazz band. 
When we arrived we were herded 
into a side room and corralled by 
a lot of people who kept us talking 
until] some one all dressed.up in a 
big red coat came cruising in and 


announced that the jamboree was 
on, 

“As we went down the hall we 
could see past him and could ses 
a huge crowd in the room we were 
headed for. Right away we knew 
what they were up to. The ‘bozo’ 
in the red coat stepped forth, 
swung open the door, waved his 
arms majestically, and intoned in 
a voice that silenced the multitude: 

“ ‘Teft-tenant Lowell H. Smith.’ 

“Wade and I tried to sneak in 
with Lowell so we wouldn't have to 
go through the same ordeal all by 
ourselves. But the ‘bozo’ wouldn’t 
let us. Amid tumultuous applause 
Lowell walked across the floor 
with every eye, every monocie, and 
every lorgnette trained upon him,, 

"Then he announced ‘Left-ten- 
ant Leigh Wade,’ and again I tried 
to sneak in. But you couldn’t fool 
the ‘bozo’ with the red coat. So I 
had to go in and meet my fate 
alone, fust as my brave companions 
had done. To go through that or- 
deal once fn a lifetime is not £0 
bad, in fact, no worse than going 
to the electric chair. But, hot bozo; 
my heart bleeds for the Prince of 
Wales.” 

Given High Praise. 

Commander Smith sat in the 
place of honor between the Minis- 
ter for Air and the Chief Air Mar- 
shal of the Royal Air Force. “Les” 
Arnold sat near Lord (‘*“Teddy’’) 
Grosvenor and the American Am- 
bassador. Lord Grosvenor was to 
have had charge of the British 
seaplane racing team that was 
scheduled to compete with the 
United States navy planes for the 
Schneider cup in Baltimore that 
season. But an unfortunate acci- 
dent befell the British team and the 
race was called off. 

The world flyers were much f{m- 
pressed by the professional toast- 
master, a functionary who is al- 
ways hired in London to stand be- 
hind the celebrities at the speak- 
ers’ table and introduce them in 
stentorian tones. Many brilliant 
speeches were made, not only 
praising the American airmen for 
what they had accomplished up to 
that time, but also praising them 
for the generous help they had 
given to the stranded British world 
flyer who had crashed at Akyab in 
Burma. Finally, it came time for 
Lieut. Smith to respond. And then, 
in the words of “Les” Arnold, the 
bozo in the red coat rumbled in a 
deep base voice: 

“Your excellency, my Iords, 
ladies and gentlemen, pray silence 
for Leftenant Lowell H. Smith, 
commander of the American 
round-the-world flight.” — 

Commander Smith rose to the 
occasion in his modest, quiet way 
made a short speech that delighted 
the British, delighted them because 
it was so utterly devoid of the frills 
and the spreadeagle Fourth of July 
brand of oratory for which Amer- 
icans are famous in foreign coun- 
tries. He ended his remarks, by 
graciously proposing @ toast to 
Maj, Stuart Maclaren, the British 
world flyer. 

Recelved by Wales, 

Afhough the Prince of Wales 
did not attend this function, he 
happened to be dining upstairs at 
the Savoy with a party of friends, 
and when the banquet was over 
he sent word to the flyers that he 
would very much like to have the 
honor of meeting them, So they 
were escorted up to his suite and 
there had a chat with the Prince, 
who told them that he expected to 
visit America shortly and that if 
he was there when they arrived in 
their planes that he would certain- 
ly be on hand to greet them. 

After the banquet that night the 
flyers were taken on a night trip 
around London by the American 
newspaper correspondents, caught 
a train back to Brough the next 
morning, donned their greasy over- 
alls, and resumed work on their 
planes, 

While the world flyers were com- 
pleting their work at the Black- 
burn plant the managers of the es- 
tablishment kept out all visitors 
in order that the boys might not 
be bothered by people asking ques- 
tions and after their autographs. 
The British have a mania for get- 
ting autographs, and scores of peo- 
ple used to lie in wait at the gates 
of the Blackburn plant, waiting for 
the American airmen to either go 
in Or come out. The boys did 
their best to dodge them. But they 
agreed among themselves that if 
any autograph hunter actually 
caught them they would at once 
grant his request. From then on 
it kept them busy trying to devise 
ways of eluding the autograph 
fiends who camped on their trall.

The letter was written from tne 
seclusion of his room in the village 
of Archangelskoye, 2 suburb of 
Moscow, and gave iliness as the 
reason for his non-attendance on 
the eittings of the Central Commit- 
tea, It is considered certain, how-~- 
ever, that he realized it would he 
futile for him to appear before the 
committee in the face of the over- 
whelming opposition against him tn 
the communist party of which G. 8. 
Zinovieff, M. Stalin-and Leo Kame- 
neff are the leading members.

Now I am not 

a lawyer, just a common traveling sales- 

man who travels out of St. Louis, but I 

do think that criticisms such as yours 

do not help any one, but to the contrary 
foster disrespect for law and order. 
As for me I-am willing to place my 
» confidence in the Judges of the Supreme 
Court, as I am inclined to think they 
know their business. That is their pro- 
fession; they probably spent years in 
school and colleges to learn the laws and 
how to interpret them and for a layman 
to attempt to undermine their decisions 
without consulting a good lawyer is real- 
ly-ridiculous. You know our basic law 
gives to every man the right to a trial 
by Jaw in a “proper” form, to establish 
hisdnnocence. Further, every man sum- 
moned to answer a criminal charge ts 
presumed innocent until the contrary is 
préved “beyond a reasonable doubt.” 
When through ignorance or indifference, 
the Circuit Attorney or his assistants er- 
roneously prepare instructions to the 
jury, and the presiding Judge, errone- 
ously or through ignorance or indiffer- 
ence, reads the instructions to the jury, 
that defendant's case is not in accord 
with our basic laws, 

The phrase, ‘‘And if the jury beljeve 
from the evidence,” is colorful. It leads 
or might lead one to think that the court 
believes that the defendant is guilty, and 
now if you, jurymen, believe likewise, it 
is your duty to convict him. You have 
no right to prejudice the minds of the 
jurors against an accused. If your 
prosecuting officials are so poorly trained 
in the law and its procedure as not to be 
able to draw up legal pleadings and in- 
etructions, the fault lies with your Legis- 
lature in not requiring your lawyers to 
have acquired a thorough training be- 
fore they permit them to practice law at 
thé expense of property, liberty and lives 
of-its citizens.

Baseball Men Believed Com- 


missioner Would Not Ini- 
tiate Court Investigation.

NEW YORK, Jan. 20.—District 
Attorney Banton toway ordered an 


investigation of the baseball scan- 
dal in which “Cozy” Dolan and 
Outfielder Jimmy O'Connell of the 
New York Giants were alleged to 
have attempted to bribe Infielder 
Heinie Sand of the Philadelphia 
Nationals, to “throw a game.” 

Banton said the case would be 
presented to the grand jury if his 
investigation showed procedure to 
be warranted under a special New 
York State law specifically cover- 
ing baseball bribery. The District 
Attorney said he had received 
from Baseball Commissioner Landis 
a transcript of all the testimony 
taken by the latter in the case. 

Jandis Points to Difficulties. 

Banton made public the folow- 
ing letter received from Commis- 
sioner Landis: 

“For your consideration and 
whatever action may be deemed 
appropriate, I am transmitting 
herewith transcript of the testi- 
man yrespecting the offer of a 
bribe in connection with a New 
York-Philadelphia ball game last 
fall. A perusal of these pages, 
having in mind the provision of

District Attorney Banton 
turned the investigation over to ‘As- 
sistant District Attorney Brothers. 

Landis’ Action a Surprise. 

The action of Landis came as a 
surprise to baseball men, who nad 
been lead to believe that officia]s 
of the game, balked in their own 
investigation, would take no Initia- 
tive in other channels. President 
Heydler of the National League has 
been quoted as Saying he did not 
favor such a step, expressing the 
belief that O’Connell had been pun- 
ished enough by being banished 
from the game. 

The statute under which the Dis- 
trict Attorney will proceed, classi- 
fies baseball bribery or attempted 
bribery as a felony, punishable by 
imprisonment of one to five years 
or a fine of not more than $10,000.
